KlTorts have been made by 
lertaln cfnsses In the community, sometimes 
mi behnl-f of practical miners, sometimes 
oil beluitf of the niine-owners, and some- 
mea by delegation from municipalities to 
■cure relief from tlie parliament of Can- 
lu jind from the legislature of this prov- 
■<f. All such efforts have heretofore fall- 
I, partly owing' to tbo Imperfect knowl- 
.ge of our difficulties possessed (ly our 
gi- la tors, and partly owing to the; lack 
! milted organization fairly reprcsenta- 
of all persons Interested la. the mining 
Industry. With a view to overcoming such 
l«l:iclcs, and securing for the mining in- 
isin the support which It deserves, it 
i proposed to 'form a largo and representa- 
ve Association of miners, mine-owners, 
i-.'i-chants, bunkers, farmers and professlon- 
I men, and all oilier persons who may be 
'rtttly or Indirectly Interested In the mln- 
ig Industry. Ily this means, and apparent- 
t- only by this means, can we secure relief 
for the Industry and such favorable legis- 
lation as will restore confidence in foreign 
capitalists. If we can make our mining 
Industry prosperous, every other Inilustry 
n the province will naturally and neces- 
sarily share In such prosperity. The pres- 
lepresslon of aenrly till such other In- 
dustries Is the natural and necessary result 
or the depression Jn mining. 
Tho proposed Association Is not an mi- 
ned experiment. Some years ago ttio 
miners and mine-owners of California found 
themselves hampered as we are- now, with 
a lot of unjust legislative conditions. A 
few Individuals met together to discuss the 
situation and devise ji remedy, and they 
started the California -Miners' Association 
for Hihe purpose.

Hobson, man- 
ager of the Consolidated Cariboo Hydraulic 
Mining Co.. who was one of ttio originators 
of the California Mining Association, and 
be will lend all the assistance he can to 
ma'ke a similar success of the 'British Col- 
umbia Mining Association. 

A preliminary meeting was held 1n Vic- 
toria on January 1-lth, -when n committee 
was appointed to draw up a report to b > 
presented to a public meeting on the follow- 
ing day. Oil January 15th, a large and rep- 
resentative public 'meeting was held at the 
Hoard of Trade building Jn Victoria, at- 
tended by numbers of working miners, 
mine managers, merchants, members of the 
'Legislature, professional men and ol tiers, 
who realized that the welfare of the mining 
Industry 'means the welfare of the prov- 
ince. The chairman, Mr./ Hobson, explain- 
ed if n 1 1 v the objects and alms of the iww 
Assoclatlon. The greatest enthusiasm pre-

Ottawa, Jan. Hi.— The last appeal to 
save Edouard Labelle from the hang- 
man's noose was made today by Messrs. 
Wilson and Leonard, M. 1'., of Mont- 
real, and it failed. Labelle and his 
partner in crime, Fournier, will expiate 
their terrible offence next Tuesday, at 
Dawson. The counsel saw the Prime 
Minister this afternoon on the hitter's 
return from Quebec, and contended that 
their client did not have a fair trial. 
.Tluly asked that tho prerogative of 
mercy be exercised in Labelle's favor, 
and if that could not bo done, that a 
now trial be ordered, and that in the 
meantime the prisoner be respited for 
two months, lit support of a new trial, 
counsel quoted the outcome of the 
Sternaman case, the second trial of 
which resulted in acquittal, although at 
tlie first trial Sternamnn was found- 
guilty of -murdering her husband and 
was sentenced to death. iSir Wilfrid 
Laurier told the deputation that ho 
would consult the Chief Justice, and 
later on apprise them of the decision of 
tho cabinet ministers.

iHow the Hoys Are Trained for the 
Merchant Service. 

From Engineering. 

While England has had her training 
shipri for more than a century, Germany 
has only recently titled up sea-going 
training ships. Something bad to be 
done to provide sailors and olllcers for 
the German licet. A sailor can be 
properly trained only on a sailing ves- 
sel, and sailing vessels are rapidly dis- 
appearing to make room for steamers. 
Even the number of fishermen— limited 
iu itself, since the coast-line of Ger- 
many is not long — bus been decreasing 
on the German coast us elsewhere, 
owing lo the comparative case with 
which a living is obtained in popular 
seaside resorts, and ' to the general 
migration into towns. The accident in- 
surance laws have also exercised a 
check. Captains, being held responsible 
for accidents lo their boys, preferred not 
to expose them to risky manoeuvres, 
and the boys thus lost chances of being 
thoroughly initiated. A start had, in- 
deed, been made in 1802, when the 
sailors' school had been established on 
the island of Waltershof, situated in 
I he Elbe, near Hamburg, That was 
not sufficient to meet current needs, 
however, and the ventilation of the 
problem, chiefly by tho North German 
Lloyd, led in January, ifjoo, to the 
foundation of the Deutsche Schulschiff- 
Verein. The seat of the new associa- 
tion, we see from a well-got-up pamph- 
let, compiled by the authority of this 
body by Dr. Stettenheim, was first at 
IBcrlin, It was soon removed, how- 
ever, to Oldenburg, the residence of the 
protector of the association, the Grand 
Duke Frederick Augustus of Oldenburg, 
one of its most energetic promoters. 
The secretary resides at Bremen. With 
the sympathy and aid of many of the 
German sovereigns, nud of the leading 
men and corpora I ions — the large ship- 
ping companies contribute in accordance

TEA - ROOT CARVINGS. 

How the Fantastic "SVooden ObjQcts 
From the Far East Arc Made. 

From .New York Post. 

The fantastic wooden objects which 
come from the Far Fast and are known 
as tea-roof carvings, have long been the 
basis of a prosperous industry in the 
populous city of Fooehow. Strictly 
spoakiiig. the name is a misnomer. 
Some of the carvings are made from 
old tea roots and tea trunks, but the 
vast majority, nine-tenths at least, are 
made from the roots and trunks of 
hardwood trees. 

The carvings are almost invariably 
made in two parts, a pedestal and one 
or more human figures lilted to the lat- 
ter by pegs and holes. The former is 
made from a root and the latter from 
a trunk. The roots are selected with 
considerable care. They must be eoin-

'HMO MINING ASSOCIATION. 

If carried out upon the lines suggested 
nt Thursday's meeting, the proposed 
iMiniug association should be a great 
success, ankl of distinct advantage to 
the mining industry and the province. 
Our mining laws were originally copies 
or adaptations of provisions- made by 
.Tarioun States in the United States. On 
general principles they were fairly 
eound, but not by any means perfect, 
fflie original quartz mining ' law, we 
tmean the lavr iu force about 1800, 
(without a reference ivo do not know 
rwliat was in force before that was 
passed) was a sound piece of very ex- 
cellent legislation. Yet that copied t ho 
apex law of the United States, which 
was introduced there to enable the 
t'oiustock lode to 'be grabbed under n 
few locations, and, as a distinguished 
expert: remarked had never been used 
for any other purpose than! the grab- 
bing of mineral. Unfortunately the at- 
tempts made to improve the mining law 
and indapt it to the local conditions of the 
province have mostly been made by leg- 
iataiures w.hidh did not take the trouble 
to correlate the different provisions they 
wore passing hi their 'action and reaction 
•upon one another. It finally dawned 
upon tone members <xf the legislature that 
■if they tinkered with law much more it 
Would not merely ,1>e clumsy aril inef- 
fectual and inconsistent, but would be- 
come absolutely .incomprehensible and 
unworkable. For some years the min- 
ing committee have refused to- eiiter- 
tskiii any suggestions of amendment 
whatever, a safe course, but not one 
wihich can be maintained. Mining Ceg- 
islatiou in as a rule not eoiJtont ions, and 
as our legislature is nothing if not con- 
tentious, this very important branch of 
its duties is somewhat neglected. A 
mining association could be of g-ren* as- 
sistance to the Government and legis- 
lature in this respect. We imugine that 
the association would be more success- 
ful if organized In .sen: ions with a cen- 
tral administrative nucleus than if local 
''associations were made the basis of 
representation. The example of the 
i]5ritii-:h Association will occur as to 
some extent an illustration Of what we 
menu. We fail to see any difference in 
■a miner's interests' .whether he lives in 
Itossland or at Mount Sicker, but we 
do see a considerable difference wheth- 
er he is engaged in hydraulic mining or 
silver lead mining. There might he a 
section for prospecting, another for sil- 
ver-lead mining, another for copper 
mining, adother for economic conditions, 
including tlhe relations between labor and 
capital, taxation, tariff, government,- in- 
ttpet'tioil, and so forth and so on. The 
work of the association would then be 
.the work of adopting, approving, or 
modifying 'the suggestions of the differ- 
ent sections, and the work of the cen- 
tral executive that of carrying into ef- 
fect t&ia approved policy of the asso- 
ciation. This, however, is merely a 
suggestion as 'to detail; not a criticism 
of (the idea of such an association which 
in a. thoroughly good one. We believe 
this association carried out in tlio spirit 
in which it has been begun, to be enp-

able of improving conditions, stimulat- 
ing development, and of harmonizing 
the relations between different classes 
of the community. We ' have seon a 
great deal of labor trouble in connec- 
tion with the mining industry in this 
country, but we have not yet seen any 
in which two-thirds of the trouble was 
not due to mutual suspicion and dis- 
trust engendered by secrecy. The frank 
and open discussion of the economic 
conditions affecting an industry is. of 
itself capable of doing n great deal to 
remove thoso recurrent dangers of loss 
and privation through labor disputes. 

BETTER TERMS. 

Colonic! Prior and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral leave today for Ottawa on a mis- 
sion which is bound to have important 
results for the proviiice of British Co- 
lumbia. Whatever our disputes may be 
among ourselves we are all unanimous 
upon the subject that the relations be- 
tween the province and the Dominion 
require adjustment. We are pouring 
annually into Dominion coffers an enor- 
mous sun; mid receiving a mere pittance 
in return. Our case is so clear and the 
grievances under which we suffer so un- 
mistakeoible, that a measure of justice 
can surely not be delayed much longer. 
For certain reasons the present is a 
favorable moment at which to influexleo 
the Dominion Government. The other 
provinces are ninking an organized effort 
to obtain better terms for themselves. 
Wo do not know their circumstances, 
and cannot say with what measure of 
justice. But we do know that the case, 
of British Columbia is so much more 
grievous than theirs could .possibly be, 
that it would be hard for any kovci-ii- 
nient to recognize their wants and deny 
our jhst demands. The accusation lias 
been made against Colonel Prior that 
he prejudiced the chances of British Co- 
lunubia by not attending the conference 
of provincial premiers in Quebec, some- 
thing he was entirely unable to <lo. So 
far us that goes, the premiers of the, 
provinces are to meet Sir Wilfrid 
Daurier on the 27th mid the Premier of 
British Columbia has been asked to 
join them in this meeting. Before that 
date there will be plenty of time to 
arrange any joint action which it may 
be considered advisable to take, and it 
is consequently not very obvious in 
what way British Columbia has suffer- 
ed through Colonel Prior's absence from 
Quebec. There is another reason why 
the present year is a favorable one in 
which to bring pressure on tho Domin- 
ica Government to take up a position 
from which their successors, whether of 
the same stripe of politics or not. would 
not ibo likely to retire. It is altogether 
possible that a general election may 
bo held this year, in order to give tho 
Liberal party the advantage of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier's campaign leadership be- 
fore his permanent retirement from poli- 
ties, which cannot now be long delayed. 
We should ibe sorry to see the atten- 
tion of the ipooplo of Canada diverted 
from the great national issues between 
the present Government and its oppon- 
ents, but at the same time it is quite 
natural that the Latiricr Government 
should look upon it as good politics toi 
attempt to divert the people from these 
issues by a series of graceful eoT.leessious, 
to tho provinces. The political con- 
juncture therefore is favorable, and 
with the caso of British Columbia in. 
the hands of Colonel Prior and Attor- 
ney-General Eberts, who will compare 
very favorably in mental calibre and 
force with any one they are likely to! 
meet in Ottawa some advantage to the 
proviiJco of British Columbia should re- 
sult ,1'roiu their present mission.

ALL KIXDS. 



The ministers of the Crown in the 
Dominion of Canada must have redis- 
covered the elixir by which Dr. .Tekyll 
transformed himself into (Mr. Hyde. At 
one moment they talk with the irrespon- 
sibility of private individuals, at an- 
other with the authority of ministers. 
Mr. Tamte was the first minister to offend 
in this respect. He did so in such n 
glaring fashion that his resignation! be- 
came imperative. Ho was not, how- 
over, the hist. We have lately been 
presented with the extraordinary spec- 
tacle of Senator Templeman addressing 
a political meeting for the purpose or 
Influencing an election, and declaring 
his individual opinion to be entirely dif- 
ferent from the policy of the Govern- 
ment of which lie is a member on a 
most important question affecting Brit- 
ish Columbia. How he reconciles his 
individual opinion with Ids presence in 
the cabinet we do not know, nor how 
he expects electors to support a Gov- 
ernment on the strength of an indivi- 
dual opinion of his own which ho holds 
cmly in private and not as a member 
of the Government. The Montreal 'Star 
has a most excellent article on the sub- 
ject which very clearly exposes the 
ridiculous character of such a Govern- 
ment, Jt says: 

.Hon. Senator Templeman opened a 
British Columbia b.v-eleetion campaign 
with an argument in favor of anti-Mon- 
golian legislation, in Which he frankly 
told his audience that he spoke "as an 
individual" in support of views which 
ho .had advocated all his life.

Mr. Tarte will 
hardly know whether to feel compli- 
uieuted or aggrieved. \Ya.s the out- 
spoken 'Senator spared 'because lie was 
not of sufficient importance to slay.- or 
Wins tlie pretext given for dealing harsh- 
ly with iMr. Tarte not the real reason 
for his colleagues' antagonism'.' Or 
was Senator Templeman not so ready 
to go as Mr. Tarte V 

Still, if he does not go. more people 
than the ex-Minister of Public 'Works 
will be puzzled what to think about, 
the matter. If Ministers are to bo per- 
mitted to advocate their individual opin- 
ions on local platforms, while the Gov- 
ernment takes quite a different course, 
what becomes of Government responsi- 
bility and the unity of a Ministry? Tins 
new-' plan would be politically conveni- 
ent in some ways; but it would be con- 
fusing.

We could have n 
protectionist .Minister to conduct a 
campaign in a city constituency— say, 
Maisonueuve — and a free trade Minister 
to lead the lighting in a rural county— 
say, Argeuteuil. Kaeh could he very 
earnest in advocating his individual 
opinions, and each could predict that he 
was about to win the Government over 
to his side. Surely a protectionist 
would not vote against a protectionist 
.Minister wdio was "a-doin' of his best" 
for the cause; and with equal certuiivty 
n. free trader would not desert a free 
trade Minister who was defending the 
citadel against the attacks of foes, with- 
in as well as without. A carefully 
thought-out and well applied scheme of 
l his kind, providing Ministers to suit 
ilie tastes of all, would eventually n*- 
tremble the voters of all opinions' behind 
:his liberal and broad-gauge Govern- 
ment: for though pntliing might be done 
lor anybody, everybody could read 
speeches by Ministers of the Crown 
promising to do the very thing each most 
wanted to see accomplished. 

We could have a Prohibition Minister 
and a brewer for his colleague; a Charl- 
ton reciprocitarinn and a Blake loyal- 
ist: a secessionist for Nova Scotln and 
a federal ionist for Ontario; a "home 
ruler" and a "unionist": an Imperialist 
nnd Mr. iBourassa; a Senate reformer 
and a ILiberal Senator; a Cart wngnt 
economist and a Fielding liberal spend- 
er. Hf 'these did not please all-comers, 
it would never be hard to enlarge the 
Government. Every man could then 
vote for his own .Minister, and nil ques- 
tions could be settled by arbitration.

But in the recent fatal ci 80 
the child did not ille from diphtheria Im- 
mediate, but from heart 'failure, supcrvon- 
la" ten days after admission, and at n time 
uneii contagion and Infection were practi- 
cally over, two other medical men sharing 
the opinion with me. Upon these grounds 
only was a request to remove the remains 
granted.

KOOTENAI' LUMBER 

The Industry Is Increasing to Large 
Proportions. 

'JUie Rossland Miner says : Last year 
the lumbering industry of tlio East and 
West Kootenay attained proportions 
greater than nt any previous period, and 
the ensuing year will see further ad- 
vances on nii-equnlly important scale. 

In 1002 tho outpnlt of the lumber mil's 
in the two districts, both of which are 
under the supervision of John R. Martin, 
deputy timber inspector, exceeded the 
production of 1001 by 33 1-3 /per cent., 
and 1,'he incoming year will see an in- 
crease over the record of 1002 of not 
less than one-third. 

On the Crow's Nest road alone are 21 
lumber mills, while iu the Columbia 
valley there are four more, all shipping 
their out into the Territories and all 
loaded with orders that will keep them 
on the jump for the entire ensuing year. 

The increased output Ithis year will 
largely come from the establishment of 
new mills. At Wardner the Brecken- 
ridge and Lund syndicate has about 
completed a mill that will turn out 1)0 
less than 140,000 feet of lumber in eacli 
24 hours, and this i.s the largest plant in 
the Iyooterinys, At Slocnn City a new 
mill is being constructed that will have 
a daily capacity of 100,000 feet, and 
an American company is building a mill 
on the ArrovJiead side of the arm of 
the lake that will have a large daily out- 
put. The area of limber limits bought 
or leased for this year's operations has 
been the largest on record. 

The remarkable expansion in the 
Northwest Territories explains the un- 
precedented activity in the lumbering 
districts of the Kcotenays, anil condi- 
tions are such as to indicate that further 
expansion on even it larger scale maybe 
expected. This will tend to further in- 
crease tite demand for British Columbia 
lumber, and assure prosperity for East 
Kootenay and other districts shipping 
milled products to the 'East across the 
great divide. A feature of the lumber- 
ing industry m this time i* that many 
mills have recently installed dry kilns, 
enabling them to ship a much higher 
grade of material than lias, been tho case 
heretofore. Tfhc 'move is significant, in- 
asmuch as it indicates prosperity in the 
Territories .when a considerable d-mand 
arises for the better grades of lumber, 
while it indicates also that the hiniiber- 
Int.en deem the industry established on a 
permanent basis.

Judgment For $10,000 Following Col- 
actor Who Threatened Sealers. 

Those -who remember the absurd 
threats made by the then collector of 
Alaskan customs J. W. Ivey, that all 
the Victoria sealing' schooners -which 
entered Dutch Harbor would be seized— 
a threat which was soon repudiated by 
the United Slates Govertnmeirt, who 
quickly discharged the belligerent Ivey

copy of a judgment for $10,000 and 
costs rendered by the court at Dawson 
agahlst .T. W. Ivey has .been received 
in Washington, D. C, and is about to 
be executed. With tho record of the 
court are sworn statements declaring 
that the collector of customs in Alaska 
in 1S08 took from nn officer of the 
mounted, police $15,500 in gold dust, 
while the officer was returning to Daw- 
son with a prisoner who was charged 
with having stolen the dust from Alex- 
ander .McDonald. Ivey insisted .that the 
prisoner and the dust should be given 
over to him, and the court found that 
Ivey never returned the igold.

Dr. Marshall, who had had an experi- 
ence of four years on the Coast, said 
that his recollections were that it was 
u matter of spending half of the time 
in waiting for the steamer. What was 
wanted was a swifter boat, aud one 
which could ibattle with the rough seas 
encountered on that route. Tho speaker 
then related soarie experience of his in 
connection with the West Coast service, 
iMr. Croft had also taken somo inter- 
est in this matter, and could uever see 
why tho West Coast of tho Island 
should be treated any different in the 
matter of transportation facilities to 
the interior of the Mainland. The gov- 
ernment should subsidize a lino of 
steamers of tlie best class, iu order that 
the development of this portion of the 
province might not be retarded. 

IMr. Vincent said that if there were 
any return freight from the Coast there 
might he a. chance to put ou a larger 
steamer. In spite of the rich niiues 
which Dr. Marshall had spoken of, the 
C 1'. N. had not yet received any ore 
for transportation. Tlie Queen City had 
been purchased live years ago for tlie 
route on the sinjrpositioii that the Hayes 
mines were going to ship extensively. 

Dr. Marshall reminded the meeting 
that there never was a mine which 
shipped copper ore from the grass roots. 
All these mines had to be developed, 
and it must be (borne in mind that tin 
less adequate facilities were given, t 
would he impossible to get imoneyed 
men to put up with tho discomforts of 
tho trip in order to even see the coun- 
try. 

'Mr. Shallcross stated that it iwas gen- 
erally understood that one Uuited States 
company were alhout to charter a boat 
to run on the West Coast route for at 
least several months a year. It was no 
use waiting until tho trade grenv before 
giving better facilities for handling it, 
There was no reason why the govern- 
ment should subsidize railways and not 
steamers, lie moved that the question 
of transportation to the West Coast be 
left in the hands of the council lor seri- 
ous consideration. 

' Sir. Pitts thought that the only course 
would be to recoui'inend to the provin- 
cial government that they give a sub- 
sidy towards a better passenger service 
on the route named. 
■ 'Mr. Lugrin wanted to know how the 
council could ask the government to 
subsidize a line of steamers to the West 
Coast and nt the same time ash them to 
subsidize a line of railway to the same 
point'.' If the settlers there were suf- 
fering inconvenience, it imust be boruo 
iii .mind that they were only suffering 
what all pioneers in a new district had 
to put up with at the commencement.' 

Mr. Shallcross thought the matter 
could be better discussed in a meeting 
of the council with the ofiicers of the 
company. 

Mr. Ker said that if it were necessary 
get an additional sufbsidy, it might 
ibe well to see what the service woa'd 
cost. Let the council find out what kind 
of a srvice was needed and as to what 
it would cost; then the council could go 
ahead and perhaps make the necessary 
arrangemen ts. 

IMr. .Mara thought that perhaps it 
would be 'better to appoint a committee 
to meet the C. P. N. oliicials and find 
out what additional subsidy might be 
secured, and an ..attempt be made to 
hnve the city members in tlie Dominion 
lllouse secure the aid asked for. 

Mr. Earle, M. P., expressed the idea 
that it would be well if tho Hon. Mr. 
Templeman would take sufficient inter- 
est in the affairs of tlie city to be pres- 
ent at the meetings of the board.. He 
would do what he could in order to 
Hiring the matter to the attention of the 
Dominion government. In the first 
.place, it would be proper to lind out 
what service was needed and what it 
would cost. .Now that there was n del- 
egation of the provincial government go- 
ing to Ottawa, it might he well to have 
them take this question up, as it is cer- 
tainly one of the subjects on which the 
province was most unfairly treated.

the invention. The two most important 
claimants are Gutenberg, born at Mentz 
in 1309, and Coster, nf Inlanders, where 
it is urged that printed books- were 
placed on sale before Gutenberg h:u\ 
produced anything. T/he point has only 
tin academic interest, but has been none 
the less fiercely contested. Mr. J. 
Hodgkiu's collection of the early illus- 
trations of the art, as set forth in his 
now volume, comprises processes-, liooks 
and water-marks, all between the years 
1466 and 1500. Mis chapter on the 
"Dawn of Typography" is enriched by! 
fnc-siuiilo reproductions of printed pages 
contained in national museums, notably 
of the first known book produced with 
movable types — the Mazarini Bible. 
This was apparently the joint work of! 
■Gutenberg and Fust in 14r>C.S-54, and, 
apart from the labor of preparation, 
typefounding, etc., must have occupied 
several years. A copy of this book 
was obtained for the Bodleian library 
for £100; a few years since the lato 
Mr. Quarlteh purchased another copy 



for £4,000. Tho collection of Mr, 
IHodgkin shows the rapid growth of 
beautiful typographical work during the 
hitter half of the fifteenth century. The 
lirst book produced with n printed date 
wan the "Pealterium" oi* 1457, and was 1 
the joiut work of Johann Fust and 
(Peter Schoeffer. The earliest work ini 
the possession of Mr. Hodgkin is the 
"Secundn Secundne of St. Thomas 
Aquinas," printed by Jobnnn Meutclin, 
at Strasbourg. Though inferior to tho 
Mazarini Bible and Pealterium, it is 
nevertheless a beautiful example of 
typography, and bears the date of MOO; 
Within a few years Mentelin had be- 
come a commercial printer, and e^en 
produced book prospectuses, showing 
thnt in a few years the manufacture of 
movable type, of printing presses, and 
of book production had grown into a 
widely distributed and much-practised 
industrial art. A highly-honored art as 
well, for when Mentelin died he was- 
buried in Strasbourg Cathedral, the 
great bell of which was tolled in hifJ 
honor. Special features of these early] 
volumes are the large decorated initials, 
which, printed in black, gave outlines 
for the illuminator to work upon, and 
many examples of these are to be found 
in the volume. The illustrator quickly 1 
followed the printer, and within twenty 
years of Gutenberg's chef-d'oeuvres 
many books, mostly of n sain'llv nature, 
were produced, enriched with quaint 
pictures in the coarsest outline, all char- 
acterized by singular imagination.

HISTORIC FINDS. 

Some Interesting Discoveries at the 
Tower of Londou. 

From London Telegraph. 

Interesting, discoveries have recently 
been made n't the Tower of London of 
some inscriptions made on the walls by 
persons confined there in past times. 
In tlio work of repairing u defective 
window opening in the St. Martin's 
Tower, u piece of deal framing had to 
be removed. Behind this was found 
•the name of Ambrose Rookwood, a 
wealthy young Suffolk squire, who was 
concerned in the gunpowder plot. It 
was totely curved, and the surname xviis 
divided, "Hook-wood," indicating the 
nature, of its derivation. The unfortu- 
nate culprit was drawn nud hanged In 
Palace 1'nrd XVestminster, with other 
of the conspirators, on the last tiny of 
Jnnunry, 1000. Mr. Hepwortu Dixon, 
iu "Her Majesty's Tower," gives uu ac- 
count of Rook wood's exciting ride out 
of J^oiiiloni to his hotne at Coldhum Hall, 
Suffolk, after the gunpowder plot wtis 
discovered, He covered 30 miles on Ui 
single horse, nnd by means of relays of 
animals made the entire distance of 81' 
miles in less than seven hours, a re- 
markable performance, considering the 
state of the ronils at that period. 

A more elaborate inscription than that 
of Rookxvood's, and one of the finest of 
the whole series in the St. .Martin's 
Tower, is one that has been found 
through the removal of some coats of 
whitewash. 'Beneath an emblem of the 
Trinity iippenr the sacred letters,' "L II. 
S.J" and then the name, "George BeiS- 
lev, Prist." Uu the left is a shield, 
containing the 1 ileur-de-lis, the word 
Maria, and the date, 1590. A Latin 
inscription" which follows is supposed to 
be a verse from the Psnlihfl, "As Un- 
hurt pantethn my soul, after Thee, O 
God." ' Bui this cannot he stated with 
absolute certainty, as several words are 
wanting.

Steamer KiiSshiu -Marti of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha Hue, docked at the Outer 
docks yesterday morning after a stormy 
passage from Yokohama, which port she 
left on December .'it), and she had line 
weather to January ,'!, when a heavy 
gale blew from the Northeast, after- 
wards veering to the South. This storm 
lasted to the 'Mi, and during the whole 
six days the steamer labored heavily in 
very heavy seas, which swished nloug 
her decks. There was a lull for about 
two days and then another heavy gale 
blew from the Northeastward on the 
morning of the 11th, lasting -all that 
day and tho next, the steamer laboring 
tho while in tremendous seas. For six 
days Capt. Pyne was unable to get an 
observation, and Mien when the weath- 
er cleared the ship was three miles from 
Cape BenSe. The Kinshiu Marti brought 
1,533 tons of general freight, mostly 
matting and general freight, mil y-17 
packages of silk, Slie landed 100 tons 
of general cargo at the Outer wharf. 
The steamer landed three Chinese and 
three Japanese at this port, and she had 
22 Japanese for Seattle, one of whom 
was a stowaway who attempted to get 
away here, but was recaptured before 
lie had got further than Brackinan & 
Ivor's wlhurf. There were four Euro- 
peans, all returned seamen for the 
United States. 

Capt. LaPraik, 6rst officer of the Kin- 
rthiu Muni for some time past, did not 
arrive with the liner, Having been trans- 
ferred to one of the coasting steamers 
of ithe Nippon Yusen Kaisha running 
out of Yokohama, and -Mrs. LaPrink, 
nee Pauline, of this city, left by the 
last outbound Nippon Yu«9ll Kaisha 
liner to join 'her husband at the Japan- 
ese port. Capt. Curnow, of the Shiu- 
ano Maru, which Ls now en route to 
Victoria, havirtg sailed on Tues- 
day with -115 Chinese passengers, and 
about 100 tons of general freight for 
this port, is not on board that liner 
on this voyage, lie bavins been trans- 
ferred to a shore post for a time, and 
Capt. Thompson, who came to Victoria 
at the time of the Klondike rush as 
master of the steamer Centennial, a 
former 1*. nnd O. boat, which was then 
! running to 'Skagway and afterwards' to 
St. Michaels, is on tho bridge of the 
Shinano .Maru in his stead.

Stranded Vessels 
Are Released 



Tacoma Floated By Tug Tyee 
and Proceeds to the 
Sound. 



Richard 111 in Port- Kinshiu 
Maru's Rough Passage- 
Sailers Arrive. 



New o.-.iri received yesterday that the 
steamer Tacoma, which went ashore 
near iMarrowstono Point, en route from 
Victoria to Tacoma, was Boated on 
Thursday, being hauled by the tug 
Tyee from the beach on which she 
stranded during the thick fog, and 
continued to the Sound port under her 
own steam, not seriously injured as a 
result of the accident. The coul hulk 
Richard ELI. was also floated yesterday 
morning, and arrived here yesterday in 
tow of the tug Lome, which vessel 
hauled her from the samlheads. The 
Richard HI., which i* laden with a full 
cargo of concentrates for Tacoma from 
Treadwell island is not injured as a re- 
sult of tho stranding. The steamer 
Mincola, the collier, which went ashore 
in Base Hats in Baynes Sound on 
Wednesday, was still fast at laet reports 
and said to he resting easy on a muddy 
buttom. Her cargo was being lighter- 
ed, and it was expected that when she 
■was lightened, she would Jloat. The 
steamer Mermaid, which reached port 
yesterday from Lasquita island -with 
■the steamer Trader, which broke her 
shaft when off Laquita island some days 
ago, was also ashore for a time, 
having struck on Gabriola reef when 
on route to port on Thursday morning. 
She Heated with the rising tide, and is 
not seriously injured, although she is 
making a little water and will have to 
£o oil the ways an n result, The tug 
Alert was also ill trouble, having reach- 
ed Naiialmo In tow with a broken (shaft. 
The Alert was in Desolation Sound 
with a boom of logs when the accident 
occurred, and a boat was sent to Lund, 
where a vessel was secured to tow the 
disabled tug to port. 

The Northern Pacific liner Tncoma 
was close to Nodule Point. Pilot W. 
Gutter, who took the vessel up Sound, 
was keeping to the West .side of Ad- 
miralty Inlet, when the vessel ground- 
ed during the fog. The tug Tyee wan 
nt Port T'ownsend nnd was despatched 
ito the assistance of the steamer, and 
succeeded in getting her afloat at high 
tide on Thursday afternoon. It is be- 
lieved that the steamer escaped injury, 
■although the bottom is rocky, in that 
vicinity. After being floated she pro- 
ceeded to Tacoma under her own steam. 



TWO SOHOONFiaS SAIL. 

Triumph Off For Japan Seas and Casco 
•For Southern Coast. 

Two of the sealing fleet of the Vic- 
toria Sealing company started yesterday 
morning from James J$ay on their 
sealing cruise and another schooner will 
follow this morning. The schooners 
Casco and Triumph sailed yesterday, 
the former bound South to bunt seals 
off the California Coast, and the Tri- 
umph to hunt off the Japan Coast. The 
schooner Geneva is ready to proceed 
to the grounds across the Pacific, and 
the Oarlottn (J. Cox, which is also to 
go to Japan is lying iu James Bay ready 
for sea. The Allie 1. Alger, one of the 
fleet which is to cruise off die Southern 
Coast, is also lying iu James Bay ready 
for sen. The Vera is being made ready. 
None of the Indian schooners have sign- 
ed their crews yet, the sealers waiting 
to make arrangements to ship the crews 
for tho whole season, instead of for 
the cruises as was done formerly. The 
schooner Dorn Siewerd is on Turpel's 
Ways being overhauled nnd made ready 
to sail for the South. It is likely •that 
all the schooners which are leaving for 
the Southern Coast with white hunters 
will go across to tho Copper islands.

Australian iu From Table Bay— Tas- 
mania From Snn Diego. 

Tlie three-masted British ship Aus- 
tralian, Capt. Jolilfe, reached port yes- 
terday morning 103 days from Table 
Bay, after an uneventful passage, oth- 
er thnn for her experience off the en- 
trance to the Straits, and the British 
ship Tasmania passed up to Chemainus 
After a pa.ssage of 2$ days from Snu 
( Diego. The Australian was towed into 
port by the Uichard Holyoke, and the 
Tnsmaninn passed up in tow of the 
Pioneer. Capt. Jolifle says his vessel 
arrived off Cape Flattery on New 
Yenr's day, and ns the mnte put it, 
they were like Moses— "they saw tho 
promised land, but could not enter in." 
For IB days the Australian was tossed 
about outside within a distance of 100 
miles of the entrance to the Straits, 
and on the night of the wreck of the 
iNorweginn bark Prince Arthur from 
.Valparaiso for 'this port, the Australian 1 
-was in the same vicinity with a heavy 
■wiud blowing from the Southeast. 
Southeast and Southerly ga^s were en- 
countered, and the vessel bore iu to- 
wards iflio Straits Wiven or eight times, 
but had to stand off ngnin. Her run of 
Ol days to the Capo was made with 
comparatively good weather through- 
out. ' 

The Australian was in company with 
a largo lleet of vessels off the Cape, 
amongst them being the (British ship 
Miltonburn, 37 days from Sar.fca Ro- 
Ml'in for' Port Townsend. There wore 
6tvernl barks and one fotir-mnsteJ-, and 
on« t'hreei-m.if.ter square rigged ship out- 
side. The Australian has been trad- 
ing to Snn Francisco for several years, 
■almost .during her entire life time, for 
she was launched but five years ago 
last Christmas at Greenock.

Speculators 'Pake Long Chances on 
Overdue Vessel. 

Never in the history of marine insur- 
ance speculation on the Pacific Coast, 
has so much money been risked on a 
slim chance as in the ease of the over- 
due German ship Paul ltickmers, now 
out '-t2G days from Bangkok dor Ger- 
many. , , , 

Local faith in the overdue vessel has 
been strong all nlontr. but now, apart 
from the known stability of the Kiek- 
mers, the alluring percentage offered by 
British speculators has caused a re- 
vival 1 in speculation, which has reached 
a mark beyond any previous record. 

"For every hundred dollars invested 
now we will pay $1,000 if the ltick- 
mers arrives." was the burden of a 
cablegram received from .London yester- 
day by IM. A. Newell, of 'San Francisco, 
arid by him repeated to several Victor- 
ians who promptly got into the game. 
The rate on tlie St. Enoch is 90 per 
cent. 

WRECKAGE"" FOUND. 

From the Overdue Ship St. Enoch off 
the FaHdnnds. 

The four-masted ship (which was fiigM; 
ed ashore on tlie shores of Terra do, 
Puego, is in all probability the wrcek 
of the long overdue ship St. Enoch, for 
according to ndviees received by Lloyd s 
agener in iLondonj wreckage from the 
St. Enoch hns been found in that vicin- 
ity. Advices received at Lloyd's from 
the Falkland Islands report thnt a life- 
buoy and a ship's wooden bucket mark- 
ed "St. Enoch, Glasgow," wero washed 
ashore nt Port Stephens, West Falkland 
Island. Tlie British ship St. Enoch 
sailed . from Hamburg on May 4, for 
Santa Kosalia, and was last- heard of 
on May 30. 

Yesterday the St. Enoch was 25G days 
out from Hamburg, bound for Santa 
Kosalia. Tlie reinsurance rate on tho 
overdue vessel was 70 per cent., but, by 
reason of the rumor of the wreck, it 
jumped to 00 per cent., which usually 
precedes the posting of a skip as un- 
insurable. - 



"BY GUESS AND LEAD." 

Tug Lome Ret.irns From a Trying 
Voyage, 

, Tug Lorne, which bad such a trying 
trip, to and from Juneau, taking the 
John 0. Potter North coal-laden and 
bringing tho concentrate-laden hulk 
Richard III. South, reached port yes- 
terday. Capt. Cutler says the voyage 
,wns a hard one; continually stormy, 
iwith heavy snow storms and much wind 
on tho Northern) voyage, and with thick 
fog prevailing on the run South, bojr 
wtis encountered from Chatham Sound 
South, and from Seymour narrows to 
the* sandhcads nothing whatever could 
ibe seen from Ibe tug, and the hulk in 
tow could be dimly made out in the 
smother. Tho Lome was running dead 
slow, the captain guessing his bearings 
—he bad no other way of getting them 
—and failing to hear the fog born on 
Entrance island en route, Capt. Cutler 
thought he was about to turn Gabriola 
reef when tho Richard III. grounded 
lightlv on the sand banks of the flats 
off the Eraser. She had overrun her 
course, the tide having evidently set her 
to tho Northward. The hulk was m 
i.<o danger nt any time, having just glid- 
ed on ithe bank, and the men on board 
did not know she was fast until she 
struck, so easily did she go on. Iho 
Lorno stood by, and no message was 
sent for assistance, for Capt. Cutler 
realized that the Richard III. was in 
no danger, nnd that she would float at 
high tide. The tug Czar arrived dur- 
ing the nighlt arid stood by in case her 
help might ibe needed-, but there was no 
need for either tug for the vessel floated 
herself when the tide rose, and the 
I^rnp brought her on to port. During 
the Northern vovage the John C. Potter 
was .anchored at Ketchikan for three 
davs on account of the heavy weather, 
and she broke one of her anchors during 
the blow at that port. The Lorale left 
last night for Chemainus with the Ship 
Ancona, which was released from WH- 
liam Head in tow. She will bring the. 
Bral.lo.ch from the mills to the Loyal 
Koads to ship a crew before proceeding 
to Calcutta.
